Claims 1-14 and 26-28 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a 
customer premises equipment (CPE) comprising an embedded settop box configured to output a CPE identifier; and an embedded cable 
modem in communication with the settop box, the modem receiving the CPE identifier and configured to scan downstream channels of 
a cable modem terminal system (CMTS) for a matching downstream channel descriptor (DCD) message, the matching DCD message 
having a DCD message identifier that matches the CPE identifier, the modem tuning to the one or more tunnels identified in the 
matching DCD message and delivering the OOB messages included in the tuned to tunnels to the settop box.. 

Claims 15-25 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest scanning 
downstream channels of a cable modem termination system (CMTS) with an embedded cable modem for downstream channel 
descriptor (DCD) messages; determining if one of the scanned channels includes a matching DCD message, the matching DCD message 
having a DCD message identifier that matches a CPE identifier; and controlling the modem to tune to the tunnels specified in the 
matching DCD message and to deliver the messages included in the tuned-to tunnels to an embedded settop box. 

Claims 1-28 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry.
